PROTEST MADE ON 
AUTO TITLE BILL 


Chicago Trade Ass’n 
Declares Industry 
Would Suffer

Chicago, May 19.—The Chicago 
Automobile Trade Association 
regards -the certificate of title 
bill introduced in the United 
States Senate as inimical to the 
interests of the automotive in- 
dustry,if enacted into law. Known 
as S. B. 3511, the bill has been 
referred to the Committee on 
Finance of the Senate. 

This bill provides that it would 
be unlawful for any person to pur- 
chase a motor vehicle without re- 

ceiving an abstract of title from 
the seller, or for any one to sell 
an automobile without furnishing 
such an abstract; that the manufac- 
turer shall give an abstract of title 
to the purchaser and make a report 
on the first day of each month to 
the internal revenue collector of 
the district where the vehicle is 
sold; that every person, except the 
}manufacturer, shall give to the 
|purchaser a bill of sale covering| 
\the motor vehicle sold, and that 
the purchaser shall send his ab- 
stract of title to the internal rev- 
j}enue collector for registration and 
|pay a fee of $2. 

“It is obvious that such a 
would place a great burden upon 
the automobile industry as well as 
upon the private owner of a mo- 
|tor car,’ says a bulletin of the 
trade association.

CONTINENTAL BUYS 
WORLD RIGHTS TO 
ARGYLL ENGINE 


Plan of Handligg Proj- 
ect Not Yet De- 
termined 


EW YORK, May 19.— 

Returning on the French 
liner Paris today, W. R. An- 
gell, executive vice-president 
of the Continental Motors, an- 
nounced to a representative of 
the Automotive Daily News 
that he has completed’negotia- 
tions for the purchase of the 
patents for the entire world 
of the Single Sleeve Argyll 
Engine. This transaction was 
closed with the Wallace (Glas- 
gow), Ltd. 


“The policy of how these patents 
will be handled, whether the proj- 
ect willbe handled 
through Contin- 
entals own man- 
ufacturing or 
through licening 
of others will be 
determined short- 
ly after my return 
to Detroit, prob- 
ably at the next 
directors’ meet- 
ing, which takes 
place the last 
Tuesday of this W- R. Angell 
month,” declared Mr. Angell. 

“The field of the Argyll engine 
is unlimited. If our policy to 
license motor manufacturers, then, 
of course, it will be used very gen- 
erally, because the merits of the 
engine have been proved beyond 
question. 

“IT was more than surprised at 
the interest shown in this engine 
in Europe. The Vauxhall Com- 
pany is using it. The licensees of 
the engine in Great Britain pro- 
duced about 10,000 engines a year. 

“There are no licenses except in 
Great Britain, and only few 
there. A number of manufactur- 
ers on the continent, including the 
largest in the business, are keen 
on using this motor, and have 
made advances. 

“We have produced and = £ =sold 
over three million engines in the 
last twenty-five years, and we have 
dealt with a large number of man- 
ufacturers, and a result of that 
experience we believe that there 
is no limit to the possibilities of 
this single sleeve engine. 

“It will take some time, of 
course, to get it into production, but 
we think it is the ideal engine. I 
have organized a little company 
over in Great Britain on this trip, 
called the British Continental Mo- 
tors, Ltd., which will handle the 
British rights to the motor. 

“The automobile industry 
rope is now reaching 
the present manufacturers, either 
because they feel they can save 
money by doing so, or else because 
the demand is so great that they 
cannot meet it with their own 
plants, are becoming more and 
more interested in American pro- 
duction. I have found this so 
wherever I went in the short time 
I was over there. 

“They wanted to know of 
production of engines and acces- 
sories. The capacity of Continental 
motors is 500,000 motors a year. [
